After"Bronstein had been in the cell 
an hour and 4 minutes, Felix Scalzo, 
a fruit merchant, signed a $500 bond 
for him, and he was released. He 
called his experience the same thing 
Gen. Sherman called war. 

Offers No Defense. 

R. L. Forkum, an engraver, was the 
prosecuting witness against Bronstein. 
No evidence was offered in Bronstein’s 
be. alf. 

Forkum testified that he borrowed 
$280 from Bronstein and paid him $480 
in interest in less than a year, and 
then refused to pay %..Aer principal or 
further interest. ' 

In the latter part of August or the 
early part of September, 1909, according 
to Forkum’s. testimony, he borrowed 
$100 from Bronstein, giving His note for 
the amount and agreeing to pay 6 per 
cent a week interest. After two -weeks 


he increased the loan to $150 and paid}. 


$7.50 a week interest. 

Bronstein Wouldn’t Give Receipt. 

In December Forkum said he bor- 
rowed $50 more and paid $10 a week 
interest. In the latter part of De- 
cember or early January he said he 
borrowed $65 more, and then paid $13 35 
a week interest until March 8, 1910. 
when he increased the loan to $280, and 
then paid $14 a week interest. 

He said he continued to pay the 56 
per cent a week interest for a short 
time, and then Bronstein reduced the 
rate to 2% per cent. He continued to 
pay at that rate until July, he said, 
and then refused*to pay any more. 

Forkum said he asked. Bronstein for 
a receipt for ount paié, but Bron- 
stein refus to give it to him, saying: 
“You can’t catch me that way.” For- 
kum said after refusing to pay any 
more interest on the note he was sued 
a few days later by another person to 
whom the note had been transferred.

That an enormous business in pur- 
chase and sale of putrid and decumpos- 
ing eggs, known to the trade as rots 
and spots, exists in New York City. _ 

That these eggs are disposed of to 
bakers and cake manufacturers, who 
use them in the manufacture of sponge 
cake, pound cake, ladyfingers and other 
cake stuff that are yellow-hued and 
made principally of eggs. 

That this trade has been carried on 
for years under the tacit permission, if 
not the active assistance, of the men in- 
trusted by the city with the inspection 
and care of the food of the city.

CHICAGO, Nov. 11-—A 15-year-old 
girl garment worker, Clara Masil- 
lotti, talked her way into the hearts 
of more than a score of society

the society women to hear both sides 
of the strike question. Every woman 
in the room applauded the girl and 
the eyes of several were moist. 
Miss Masillotti ‘told how, though 
only 16, she had worked her way up 
to be floor woman in a sweatshop 
with 20 greenhorns working under 
her. She was able to teach her help- 
ers, who didn’t even know the En- 
glish. language, to do the work of 
skilled garment workers, but at half 
‘wages. 

“But my heart,” she said, earnestly, 
“wouldn't let me do it. It was awful, 
the conditions there, and the way 
they ull had to work. I gave up my 
job and took them all to another 
shop and procured for them jobs as 
skilled workers.”

FESTIVITIES ENDED 


WITH BIG BANQUET 


Seven Hundred. Dine at 
Planters as Guests of the 
Traction Company. 


FRANCIS IS A SPEAKER 


Declares He Has Worked 25 
Years to Destroy the 
Bridge Arbitrary. 





A day of celebration and festivity at- 
tended upon the formal opening and 
dedication of the McKinley Bridge 
across the Mississippi River at St. Louis 
came to a close with a dual demonstra- 
tion Thursday night. 

While thousands of St. Louisans and 
residents of East S8t. Louis, Venice, 
Madison and Granite City thronged the 
western and eastern river fronts to view 
a display of fireworks, 700 guests of the 
Iilinois Traction Co. were banqueting at 
the Planters Hotel. 

D. R. Francis, original promoter of the 
Merchants’ Terminal Bridge, wag the 
toastmaster and on either side of him 
sat Gov. Hadley of Missouri and Gov. 
+ .neen of Illinois, whu a few hours be- 
fore had clasped hands at the center 
epan of the new bridge. 

A Thirty Years’ War. 

“For nearly thirty. years.” said Fran- 
cis in his banquet speech, “some of us 
have been diligently tolling to solve the 
problem of utilizing the advantages of 
a location on the great river that flows 
hy our doors, and, at the same time, of 
relieving the city’s commerce of the 
burden entailed by the cost of crossing 
the stream. 

“For more than a quarter of a century, 
in privat. life and in public office, I 
have made unceasing and unvarying ef- 
fort to remove what is generally known 
as the bridge arbitrary, and much of my 
time and thought has been devoted to 
providing entrances into the city for new 
ané aditional arteries of commerce, each 
one of which has contributed toward 
the end so much desired. In my judg- 
ment the McKinley Bridge is a greater 
etride toward that goal than any work 
heretofore performed.” 

Francis read from President Taft a 
message of felicitation on the completion 
of the undertaking. 

Speeches were made by Gov. Deneen, 
Rabbi Leon Harrison and H. E. Chub- 
buck, vice-president of the [Illinois Trac- 
tion Co. 

At the banquet Ben Altheimer sug- 
gested that, in recognition of W. B.

The above is a copy of the telegram 
Fred Grosscup of Charleston, leading 
Republican politician in this State, sent 
to Theodore Roosevelt on Tuesday night 
after the election results became known 
here. The telegram is an answer to 
an insult which Roosevelt as Presi- 
dent offered to Grosscup when the liat- 
ter was in the race for Collector of 
Internal Revenue for West Virginia 

Grosscup is a brother of Judge Peter 
Grosscup, who on the Federal bench 
won Roosevelt’s ill will. He was the 
choice of both Senators Elkins and 
Scott and of the five West Virginia 
congressmen for the office. They al 
joined in asking Roosevelt to appoini 
him. 

Senator Elkins and Senator Scot' 
brought the news back to West Vir 
ginia, however, that Roosevelt, wher 
Grosscup’s name was mentioned, flew 
into a rage and declared he would 
never appoint him if he was a broth- 
er of Judge Peter Grosscup.

Wife Says They Came in 
Packages With Anonymous 
Letter From Sender. 


PLEADED WITH -GIRL 








Then Mrs. Rosbery Brought 
Suit for Divorce and Got 
$8000 Alimony. 


After’ the odor of a violet-scented 
letter led Mrs. Belle Rosebery to 
suspect that her husband loved an- 
other, her search for evidente was 
aided by a mysterious woman whwu 
wrote her an anonymous letter tell- 
ing her all about the movements of 
hosebery and “that girl.” 

Verification of the statements in 
this leter caused Mrs. Rosebery to 
tiie suit for divorce and name Miss 
Croghan as corespondent. 

The anonymous letter is typewritten 
and in outward appearance is like manv 
of the letters from Miss Croghan tv 
Rosebery, ten of which were intro- 
duced in evidence at the divorce trial. 
Mrs. Rosebery, who obtained her Ji- 
vorce and $8000 for maintenance, says 
she thinks she knows who wrote the 
letter. No one, she believes, knew das 
much about Rosebery’s movements uas 
did Miss Croghan. The letter was wriit- 
ten in St. Louis and. mailed June 6, 
1909, after Mrs. Rosebery had learned 
Miss Croghan’s identity and had threat- 
ened to tell Miss Croghan’s parents o/?

Upon the discovery of the violet- 
scented epistle, Mrs. Rosbery penned 
the following ietter to Miss May 
Crcghan, addressing it to the home 
of the girl, 4453A Evans avenue: 

Wife Writes to Girl. 

How can I address a woman 
who has in a premeditated man- 
ner planned to ruin my home and 
happiness? 

I suppose you are aware long 
before this that I have discovered 
your relations with my husband, 

yand to say I blame you would be 
putting it mildly. Such a letter 
as the one you wrote him would 
convince anyone you were bold in 
the extreme. Telling him how you 
loved him, could love no other, 
asking him to come Saturday 
evening, gouldn’t come too soon 

to suit you. Such words for a 
wife to peruse! 

My husband told me he left. St. 
Louis to get away from you. And 
that he begged you to let him alone 
over a year ago, telling you it 
would ruin his home, grieve your 
good parents as well as mine, but 
you seemed to be persistent. You 
write in one of your letters, ‘Little 
did we know what the separation 
would mean to us.’ He read extracts 
from your letter, corroborating the 
above statement. ‘How she must 
hate and despise me,’ you say. How 
heartless you must be to want to 
ruin my life. You knew he was 
a married man, thus risking your 
character. The idea af your send- 
ing him presents, telephoning him, 
etc. 

My first impulse on learning your 
name was to go straight to your 
parents and explain thoroughly your 
conduct, but after consideration, it 
occurred to me it would grieve them 
to death to learn how their daughter 
was deceiving them. So I decided 
for the present, to write you in- 
stead. Should I ever hear anything 
further concerning your conduct, ! 
have pnly to say you must suffer 
the full extent of the law. .

Note Sent Husband. 

The above letter of the wife came 
back to the husband with the following 
epistie, which is how, Mrs. Rosbery 
says, she comes to have possession of it 
at the present time. 

My Dear—When you have read a 
‘ letter which I received. from your 
wife Wednesday morning, mailed 
from Bloomington, you -will not think 
it. strange I have not written you. 
Let me know when you\think you 

- Wil be here, so 1 shall be able to ar- 
range to see you. ~ There. are some 
things I- wish you Would explain. 
Sincerely, M. 
Mrs. Rosebery says she thought her 
husband and Miss Croghan had broke: 
off relations until she received the 
mysterious anonymous letter and a reg- 
istered package, enclosing ten letters 
from her band in Baltimore to Miss 
Croghan in St. Louls. One of these was 
the Christmas Day letter, acknowledg- 
ing the present of “‘the most beautiful 
robe man ever wore.”’ 

Mrs. Rosebery says that the office 
force at the same time had made 
her husband a present of an umbrella 
ang that he made her believe it was 
the men who had given him the robe 
by putting their card in the package 
which contained the girl's present.

The salfent objection to 
the .anti-trust law seems to be that it provides 
penalties for acts “in restraint of trade.” Of 
course the proponents are not so bold as to ask 
that deliberate conspiracies to restrain trade or 


combinations of capital with that as the chief’ 


purpose should not be forbidden and punished, 
but they would have immune those combinations 
in which it is not the chief purpose to restrain 
trade or in which the restraint of trade is in- 
cidental. 

To illustrate how business would be upset if 
the decision of the Standard Oil case by the Fed- 
eral Supreme Court is adverse to the corporation, 
it is cited that there are 1198 “holding” com- 
panies in the country, with 8110 subsidiary com- 
panies and $10,612,373,489 capital, which would be 
directly affected by such a decision. The officers 
and directors of these companies would be liable 
to punishment and the corporations themselves 
could be driven to dissolution and a general re- 
organization. 

Undoubtedly an adverse decision would be mo- 
mentous. Such a complete reorganization of busi- 
ness would be upsetting. But is the mere fact 
that trade is under restraint and competition so 
nearly destroyed to be taken as a justification 
for allowing things to remain as they are?

Novy. 24 has been set aside as a day of thanks. 
giving by the women of the State of Washington 
who have been enfranchised. The Washington 
electorate is increased by 130,000 votes and there 
are now five states—Colorado, Utah, Wyoming, 
Idaho and Washington—where women vote on 
equal terms with men at all elections. 

In Oklahoma an equal suffrage amendment was 
submitted and defeated in a close vote. In Kan- 
sas women have school, municipal and bond suf- 
frage—that is, they vote for school officers, in 
municipal elections and for bond issues. Wom- 
en have school suffrage in 29 states. In Mon- 
tana women taxpayers can vote on questions 
submitted to taxpayers, and so they may in Loui- 
‘siana and Micuigan. In Minnesota they may vote 
for library trustees. 

In Australia, New Zealand, Iceland, Finland 
and the Isle of Man women have full suffrage. 
In Great Britain they can vote for all officers 
except members of Parliament. In many of the 
provinces of Canada they have municipal suf- 
frage. 

In 1909 woman suffrage was voted down in the 
legislatures of Arizona, Iowa, Massachusetts, Mis- 
souri, Nebraska, Rhode Island, South Dakota and 
Wisconsin. But four women have just been 
elected members of the Colorado House. Isn't 


this progress?

Profanity. a Brain Test. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

Many people have been trying to solve the 
problem of the use of profanity in our advanced 
stage of civilization. Some time ago I noticed 
an explanation coming from Prof. Thomas R. 
Lounsbureg, which ts as follows: 

“Profanity is a brain test. The habit is, in con- 
sequence, subject to the general laws governing 
intensitiveness. To a very great extent the prac- 
tice of swearing is specially characteristic of a 
rude and imperfect civilization. With the ad- 
vance of culture profanity declines. It declines 
not so much because men become pecuilarly sen- 
sitive to its viciousness, but they do to its in- 
effectiveness. Much must always be allowed in 
the case of particular persons for the influence 
of early training and association. Exceptions 
are, therefore, too numerous to lay down any 
positive rule; still, it is safe to say in general 
that a man’s intellectual development is largely 
determined by the extent of his indulgence in pro- 
fanity.” 

{ fully indorse the professor's remarks as to 
profanity being a brain test, and that it can 
show but a mental weakness amongst those who 
allow themselves to fall into the habit, but I beg 
to differ with him as to its diminishing with 
modern culture and education. What is needed to 
ri@ the country of profane language is to start 
in our schools and colleges an education on clean 
speech and respect for reverence which is fast 
being driven out by blasphemous and filthy 
tungues, and to assist this the laws of the land 
made to protect us against blasphemy and other 
forms of low language should be vigorously en- 
forced.

News Agents’ Trials. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

One who travels a great deal over the same 
road wonders why they change news agents 50 
often. Dear reader, they do not change but re- 
sign upon seeing they are to be half fed and 
sleep in a coach. I am a news agent and speak 
from experience. Here are two trips that are 
true in every detail: 

I left St. Louis at 8:15 p. m. for Detroit, Mich., 
arriving there the next day at 11:45, very tired 
with all night on the train trying to sleep and 
rest in the smoking coach. Arriving at a hotel, 
paid 60 cents for a room till 4. p. m, getting 
about three hours’ sleep; there was dinner and 
supper, 50 cents more. Left Detroit at 5 p. m., 
ate lunch at Decatur, Dl., 20 cents; arrived at St. 
Louis at 9:16 a. m., requiring about 37 or 38 hours 
to complete the trip. Tired and hungry, repeat 
same as tn Detroit; room 60 cents, two meals 45 
cents. There is the expense for one trip, $3.15. 
Now for the receipts of sale on trip, $11.10, at 20 
per cent commission (as that is the way agents 
are paid) is $2.02. I earned $2.02, spent $2.15— 
not a get-rich-quick scheme; no I think not. 

Now for trip to Indianapolis, Ind.: Leave &t. 
Louis early in the morning, eating breakfast first, 
15 cents; dinner at Indianapolis, 25 cents; return 
to St. Louis tn the evening, arriving about 10 p. 
m.; supper, 25 cents; room, 560 cents; totul expense, 
$1.16. Sale for. round trip, “$7.75; commission 20 
per cent, $1.55. That is a little better, but laun- 
dry consumes that in a flash. 

Wevare forced to sel] at the company’s prices, 
although they may seem high. The agent can- 
not help that, but every time you can depend upon 
hearing a kick. 

Anyone can purchase a Post-Dispatch from the 
newsboys in the street for 1 cent, but step on #8 
train, then it fs 6 cents or no sale is made. The 
public does not like to be overcharged; it {s not 
the amount of a few cents but the principle. It 
is our idea of civilization and taxation.

Manager Bresnahan May De-

ROBISON FAVORS IDEA 


Has Always Objected to Hot 
Southern Towns as Camps 
for Tossers. 


Now that Manager Bresnahan of the 
Cardinals has About given up the idea 
of taking his band of Cardinal players 
to Excelsior Springs, Mo., to train next 
spring, it wouldn't be surprising if the 
local ‘National Leaguers prepared for 
the 1911 season right here at home. 

While it hadn't been definitely de- 
cided that the Cardinals. would pitch 
camp at the Missouri Spa, President M. 
Stanley Robison and Manager Bresna- 
han visited that place during the sea- 
son and spoke favorably of it as a train- 


ing quarters. However, the recent fire 
which destroyed the large Elms Hotel, 
where the team would have stopped, 
makes it almost ,impossible to rely on 
Excelsior Springs as the next training 
camp. 

While in St. Louis this week, Manager 
Bresnahan said no selection had been 
made for the Cardinals’ place of pre- 
paring for the 1911 campaign. He stat- 
ed that the team would probably have 
gone to Excelsior Springs to get into 
condition, but the burning of the Elms 
Hotel practically made it impossible to 
think of that place as the camp. 

Likely to Train Here. 

While no definite announcement has 
been made regarding the probable train- 
ing camp, it is probable that the team 
will do its training. at League Park. 
President Robison has always frowned 
on the idea of taking his players Sowh, 
or away from home to prepare for the 
coming campaign. 

He has intimated more than once that 
the only reason the Cardinals did their 
preliminary work away from home was 
because other teams had set the prec- 
edent’ of training in the South. Rob- 
json often pointed out the danger of 
having his tossers work out in the warm 
‘and sunny South only to return and 
strike a blizzard or cold weather in the 
North. 

For the last*two seasons the Car- 
dinals have done their training in Little 
*Rock;' Arky/ Last season the Cardinals 
‘spent 18 days in Little Rock. ~ It 
was originally planned to remain there 
a week longer, but ‘as the climate in 
St. Louis at the time was as warm, if 
not warmer than in the Arkansas town, 
Bresnahan decided to break camp ahead 
of the schedule and return to St. Louis. 

A Gamble With the Weather. 

In recent years the weather in St. 
Louis during the month of March has 
been sufficiently warm to allow the 
players to train here. However, 
should the weather prave cold during 
that stage of the year it would prove 
disastrous for the team. 

Just how Manager Bresnahan feels 
gbout preparing his athletes at hime ts 
not known. The matter, of course, will 
be put up to him by President Robi- 
son, and if the Duke suggests a 
Southern town for the training camp 
the Cardinals will be shipped away. 

If Bresnahan decides to prepare 
here for the 1911 marathon, he will 
probably send his pitchers and catch- 
ers to French Lick or Hot Springs for 
a couple of weeks but will keep the 
juveniles at home to work out the
